0EATH SENTENCE NILLS HIM 


Ex-Judga Hoffman Diet of Apoplexy 
After Losing First Murder Case. 
Freehold. N. J., April 21.—Within 
twenty-four hours after he had lost 
his first homicide case, ex-Judge Wil­ 
liam T. Hoffman, one of the best 
known lawyers in the state, dropped 
dead at his home, “Laaada,” at Eng 
lishtown, Monmouth county.

MIU PRWECT MENUS 


Declares President Should Be Em­ 
powered to Employ Force to Pre­ 
vent Repetition of “Bloody Outrage** 
at Douglas, Aria. 


Washington, April 21.—The Mexi­ 
can situation Wi.a discussed in con­ 
gress for the first time, when Senator 
Stone, of Missouri, a Democrat, urged 
that the president be empowered to 
mn ploy force to prevent a repetition 
of the “bloody outrage” committed at 
Douglas, Aria. 
Senator Stone was very harsh on 
Mexico in referring to occurrences 
along tim border, abe fact that he la 
a member of the sent ta committee on 
foreign relations added to the gravity 
of his statement 
Senators Bacon, of Georgia; Root, 
of New York, and Lodge, of Maeeoeho- 
aetts, all members of tho foreign re­ 
lations committee, vigorously opposed 
Senator Stone's suggestion that the 
president he empowered by congress 
to use the military force* of the Unit­ 
ed States according to his discretion. 
They declared that the adoption of 
such a resolution would amount to a 
declaration of war against Mexico. 
Senator Btona said 
among other 
things: “I presume these Mexican peo­ 
ple have aa inherent right to fight lf 
they want to fight,” said Mr. 8tono, 
“and generally speaking to tght wher­ 
ever they please on Mexican soil, hat 
I deny that they have any shadow of 
right to deliberately enter into a furi­ 
ous conflict on tho border lino MMI 
within easy gunshot of populous Amor- 
lean towns and cities, thus unavoid­ 
ably and imminently endangering the 
lives and property of American cit!- 
sens. 
Praises the President 
"I believe that an act of that kind 
is in effect an attack on Americana, 
sad that It presents a case where the 
p re s id e n t would be ju stifie d in order­ 
in g out tro o p s to ta k e su ch a c tio n as 
m ig h t be necessary to p u t a atop to 
th e fig h tin g , even th o u g h It B right lend 
to a struggle 
b etw e en 
th e United 
States a n d Mexican forces.” 
Senator Stone praised the president 
for having acted wisely in the face of 
great provocation. 
“Congress,” he mid, “should at oaca 
and without delay author!!# the presi­ 
dent to employ whatever force may 
be necessary to prevent a repetition 
of the bloody outrage committed at 
Douglas. Aria., and a repetition of 
which Is threatened at El Paso, Tex.” 
He added that congress should re­ 
cord Its opinion in positive terms that 
it is the president’s duty to use what­ 
ever force the circumstances May re­ 
quire to protect Americana on their 
own territory. 
“His authority in this behalf,” said 
Mr. Stone, “should be extended tar 
enough and have sufficient latitude 
fully to warrant him in using our mil­ 
itary forces in whatever way he may 
deem expedient and necessary to ac­ 
complish the desired end. even though 
it should lead to an Intrusion upon 
Mexican territory. 
After Senators Root and Lodge had 
voiced their objection to Senator 
Stone’s expression the tetter's resolu­ 
tion was referred to the committee on 
foreign relations.

Leader of Mexican Ineurrectoe Stye 
Dictator Muat Step Aaide and Bor­ 
der Town Surrender to Him, Fond­ 
ing Changes. 


El Paso, Tex., April 21.—For twenty- 
four hours from Thursday afternoon 
at 3 o’clock there will be no attack 
upon Ciudad Juarez unless the soldiers 
In the town attem pt to further fortify 
the place. 
This Is the statem ent of Francisco 
I. Madero, provisional 
president of 
Mexico, and leader of the in su rrect^. 
The twenty-four hours he gives Dias 
to say whether he will resign as presi­ 
dent of Mexico. 
lf Dias does not resign, then the 
cannon now tr in e d on Juares will be­ 
gin their assault on the town. Here 
are Madero’s term s: 
1. President Diaz must withdraw In 
favor of any member of the presiden­ 
tial cabinet. 
2. Juarez m ust be delivered to the 
provisional governm ent pending the 
chsngee In the federal government. 
No attack will be made upon Ju a re i 
before Friday afternoon unless the 
federal forces attem pt to take advan­ 
tage of the arm istice. 
Madero’s statem ent is as follows: 
"The peace commission came unoffi­ 
cially and asked under what term s I 
would make peace. I said I would 
agree, as a have already said to Dr. 
Gomez, that In the intereat of peace 
I would resign as provisional presi­ 
dent of Mexico, but only lf I consider 
that the will of the people has been 
satisfied, otherwise the revolution will 
continue notw ithstanding any peace 
negotiations. I know th at all the peo­ 
ple want the retirem ent of Dias and no 
re-election. For that purpose I will 
accept as provisional president any 
one of the m embers of the present 
cabinet who will call a new election. 
"In case this condition Is agreed 
upon we want Juarez to be delivered 
to us snd then an arm istice will be 
signed. 
"I will wait until Friday to hear the 
result of the peace negotiations which 
were directed to Dr. -Francisco Go­ 
mez. If no answ er comes I will com­ 
mence hostilities.’’ 
The 
ultimatum 
delivered to the 
peace pilgrimage, which was made 
by Felix Martinez, of El Paso; Lh* Es 
qui bel Obregon and Oscar B rants, of 
Mexico City, speaking independently, 
but for the federal governm ent; SU- 
vestro Terrasas, of Chihuahua; Dr. J. 
A. Sa in an Iago, of El Paso; Lula L. 
Ba man lego, of Juarez, and EmUlaao 
Enriques, also of Chihuahua. 
Madsro Doesn’t Want Presidency. 
"I do not want the presidency,” said 
Madero during the conference. "If I 
ain 
walling to sacrifice 
everything, 
wealth, portion, family, name 
and 
even my life for the cause of Mexico, 
Diaz ought not to hesitate to sacrifice 
the position that he lias held for over 
thirty years for the cause of his coun­ 
try." 
Oscar Braniff said: "I am President 
Diaz's best friend, but I am not speak­ 
ing for him, but for myself alone. I 
feel sure, personally, that President 
Diaz will arrange for an arm istice.’’ 
"But Diaz has made simple promisee 
before and has failed to keep them,” 
Madero broke in. "All I care for la to 
get the bone of contention—Dias—out 
of the way. Then let the Mexican na­ 
tion rule itself. I have said before that 
I do not want anything. I will do any­ 
thing. go anywhere, so long aa this 
end is accomplished. T hat Is all I 
ask.** 
Madero’s army surrounds Jusres on 
the northwest, west snd southwest. 
The main command is in the moun­ 
tains 
in 
the 
direction of Rancho 
Flores, almost due west of Juarez. 
Garibaldi's command of over 200 men 
is northw est of Juares, in the vicinity 
of Orozco Hill, where the insurrect!) 
artillery la mounted and where the in* 
surrecto chief and his lieutenants have 
been meeting. 
The only danger to El Paso from 
rifle bails will be from the men at 
Bauche lf they should attack from the 
southwest. Bullets fired from that di­ 
rection might fall into El Paso. 
In su rre c t^ declare that the com­ 
mander-in-chief, however, will draw all 
his men into the hills west and north­ 
west of the city before attacking, and 
that there will be no firing in the di­ 
rection of El Paso. It is reported to be 
the plan to shell the town with artil­ 
lery first and then to storm It. 
The United States troops are closely 
guarding the border. Regardless of the 
fact th at ammunition and food were 
smuggled over the river by insurrectos 
throughout 
the 
night, 
the 
United 
States troops captured a total of 26,000 
rounds of ammunition and thirteen 
rifles from insurrectos. 


D IA Z R E P LY IS U N FR IEN D LY 


President T aft Determined Net to In­ 
tervene In Mexican War. 
W ashington, April 21.—The receipt 
bere of an outline of the reply the 
Mexican 
governm ent has made to 
President T aft’s strong rem onstrance 
against the conduct of warfare on the 
border somewhat depressed the hopes 


of the official*, who had confidently 
expected a completely responsive reply 
from Mexico. 
W ithholding official statem ents until 
(he full text of the De la B arra note it 
at hand, tho president, In full knowl­ 
edge of the fact th at it Is recrim ina­ 
tory in tom e points, is disposed to 
deal with it leniently. The president’s 
rejoinder m u tt be based upon further 
official reports 
from the American 
m ilitary officers, whose im partiality in 
the fighting a t Agua P rleta h at been 
Impeached. 
T hat President T aft la more deter­ 
mined than ever th a t the United States 
m ust not intervene in Mexico became 
known in W ashington following a con­ 
ference between the president, Secre­ 
tary Knox and a com mittee from the 
house of representatives. 
The president stated that difficulties 
m ust arise out of conditions in Mex­ 
ico because of the proximity of fight­ 
ing to the American line. 
"But," he la quoted as saying, “it 
takes two to m ake a war." 
It is feared th at a disposition pre­ 
vails in Mexico to m ake political capi­ 
tal out of the activity of Americans, 
and this will be promptly resented lf 
It appears as likely to im pair the good 
relations of the two countries. 
Two allegations in the Dias note— 
that a Mexican officer was shot from 
the American custom bouse porch and 
that a rebel took a gun acroes the line 
to be repaired—have been absolutely 
denied by persons who were on the 
•pot watching the battle of Agua Prie- 
ta. It Is considered that these criti­ 
cisms are far-fetched.

The defendant is Edward Osbosne, 
the family taking its name frdm their 
m aster, as was the custom in ante­ 
bellum 
days, and he is accused of 
shooting another negro in a fracas 
which grew out of a dispute as to the 
best manner of cooking pork chops. 
The elder Osborne had over a hun 
dred slaves on his big plantation near 
Charlotte, N. C. W hen I.iueolu freed 
them they had been so well treated 
that few left. 
Forty-one years ago, when James W. 
Osborne was eleven years old, be fell 
into a creek behind the house. 
Pete 
Osborne, 
father 
of 
the 
defendant, 
jumped into the w ater and pulled out 
the drowning lad. 
Pete, now a snowy polled negro, 
eighty years old, was in court. 
He 
raised a family of eighteen children, 
of which the young man on trial was 
the biggest. He was the body servaut 
of bis m aster and followed the Os­ 
bornes north. 
Several m onths ago the discussion 
of the m erits of broiled, boiled and 
breaded pork chops took place in a 
restaurant near the corner of Carmine 
and Bedford streets. Lawyer Osborne 
said that 
his client was 
simply a 
peacemaker, who Interfered between 
the supporters of the various culinary 
systems. 
The fight was adjourned 
to 
the 
street. Some one drew a knife and 
stabbed the young negro in the back. 
Osborne drew a revolver, and I»uis 
Stiger, a negro, was shot and killed. 
Osborne was Indicted, and his aged 
father came down to his former mas 
ter's office to tell the trouble. 
The 
imprisoned man was without means 
of paying counsel. The lawyer got the 
court to assign him to defend the son 
and he took up his duties with per 
haps more than his accustomed enthu­ 
siasm. 
law y er Osborne said that ha would 
prove that his client aided in seif- 
defense. He said the young negro hap 
pened to be present when the trouble 
arose, that he foolishly tried to sepa 
rate the com batants and that he re 
reived a knife thrust for his trouble. 
He then drew his revolver to defend 
himself from further cuts of the knife

Feeding Floor For Hogs. 
A good floor for feeding m arket nogs 
will pay for Itself In a very short tim e 
The bulk of the corn fed lo fed on the 
ear or shelled, and In rainy w eather 
the bog usually Is compelled to eat 
more or Ices dirt with the corn, and in 
dry w eather dust will necessarily be 
eaten. 
With a good feeding floor the 
grain 
may 
be fed with 
no waste, 
w hether wet or dry. 
Cement concrete 
Is probably the best m aterial to ase 
for this purpose, and a floor of this 
kind will last a lifetime.
